He could never understand 
tlint it was .England's duty to regulate tnc 
alTalrs'ot Die world.. lie thought it a good 
rule that a'natlon should miud-ilsown busl- 
ne.--s. According to his view tho English 
were often thinking of other pcopjo's matters 
and neglecting: their' own; foreign affairs 
served to call attention from needed reforms 
at home; great financial burdens had come 
down from past generations,1 and English 
blood had reddened Uie soil of many lands. 
Nor did lie consider the drum-beat that fol- 
lowed tho hours and the empire on which the 
sun never set, hpwever much they might min- 
ister to English pride, as an adequate return 
for the great-.outlay.
